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WEDISH stamps are perhaps 
more interesting from an his- 
torical angle than those of 
Denmark or Norway; at least 
this writer believes it so. 
Oscar I (1844-59) reigned in Sweden 
when the first Swedish postage issues 
appeared in July of 1855. He is not 
portrayed on his stamps. Charles 
XV followed him (1859-72) but neith- 
er is he portrayed on his stamps, the 
first of which appeared in December 
of 1862. Followed Oscar II (Septem- 
ber, 1872) with a series of stamps 
that began in 1872. The first portrait 
stamps, of Oscar II I believe, ap- 
peared in January of 1885. 

The first Swedish stamps to bear a 
design other than a coat of arms or 
portrait or the symbolical Swedish 
lion, appeared in 1903 picturing the 
Stockholm general post office. The 
issue, a 5kr. value, commemorated the 
opening of that institution. 

In 1911 Gustav V had his first 
stamps (he came to the throne in De- 
eember of 1907). It is interesting to 
note that his portrait on the 1928 is- 
sue is pointed out as similar in like- 
ness to Woodrow Wilson, America’s 
war president. 

Now we come to two interesting 
stamps. One of them appearing in 
1920-21, portrays Gustavus Adolphus. 
The other of them appeared in the 
1921 issue, portraying Gustavus Vasa. 
I shall speak of these two men pres- 
ently. The former issue was brought 
out commemorative of the 300th an- 
niversary of the Swedish postal sys- 
tem; the latter for the 400th anniver- 
sary of the liberation of Sweden from 
the Danes.

To return to Adolphus and Vasa, 
two great Swede heroes. Gustavus 
Vasa became Gustavus I, Swedish 
king. He ruled from 1523 to 1560. 
Gustavus Adolphus reigned as Swed- 
ish king (second Gustavus) 1611-32, 
and successfully went to war with 
Poland and with Russia. 





Vasa had a most difficult life. He 
fomented revolt against the Danes, 
was in the end treacherously taken 
by them, but at last escaped. For 
sometime thereafter he wandered 
about, preaching sedition, a hunted 
animal. But at last when the stand- 
ard of revolt was raised, the Swedes 
united under him, and _ successfully 
liberated their nation. Vasa was 
made king for his services. He was 
a courageous man, brave fighter, not 
afraid of his ideals, and worthy of 
commemoration—a fitting memorial— 
by a postage stamp. 





Gustavus Adolphus was no more a 
man than Vasa, though he is perhaps 
more famous. He fought in that ter- 
rible Thirty Years’ War with success. 
He is one of Sweden’s—and one of the 
world’s—great warrior-kings. 

These two Swedish stamps tell more 
probably than any of the other post-

age stamps, in the design. The por- 
traits suggest romantic history and 
brave struggles. Piecing together the 
Swedish, Norwegian and Danish 
stamps, we may have something of a 
story of the Scandinavian nations. 
Finnish stamps suggest much less, but 
they may tell more in time. 

So, whether you collect such stamps 
as those of “Scandinavia” in an album 
by years of issue, or whether you ar- 
range them to suggest some of the 
history of these lands, you will find 
such stamps interesting, and you 
should be familiar with what the de- 
signs and portraits represent or sig- 
nify. For this reason this article, as 
well as the previous two, have been 
written. 


REGISTRY RATES RAISED 





Effective July 1st, new registry 
rates go into effect. These new ratcs 
are mostly in the nature of rates for 
indemnity on registered parcels but 
affect registered letters in that the 
indemnity for the 15c rate has been 
cut from $50 to $5.00. To get an 
indemnity of $25 the registered let- 
ter will cost you 18 cents registry 
fee while for the $50 indemnity which 
you formerly got for the 15c rate you 
will have to pay 20 cents. 

Everything else in the world is go- 
ing down in price except the cost of 
Government and the postage and tax 
rates. 

Always in the past, history has 
shown that such situations come be- 
fore the overthrow of the parties in 
power.

General John Sullivan? 
At your service, sir. 
I am the reporter from Linn’s, Gen- 


eral. You are pictured on the 2 
stamp issued in June, 1929, to com- 
memorate the Sullivan Expedition. 


Will you tell me just what that expe- 
dition was? Oh, but first! You 
served with W ashington in the Revo- 
lution, did you not? 

Yes, lad, I had that proud distinc- 
tion. In fact, I was with him at that 
celebrated crossing of the Delaware 
on Xmas Eve, and was also at Brandy- 
wine and Germantown. 

You were pretty young at that 


time, were you not? ; 
We matured very early in those 
days, my boy. The stress and storm 


and strife of the times made men of 
us when we were in our early teens. 
I was but 33 when I became a mem- 
ber of the Continental Congress, and 
before that was a Major in the New 
Hampshire militia. At 36 I became a 
Brigadier General in the Continental 
Army. Nowadays if a man becomes 
a general at 50 it is far out of the 


ordinary.

I see, thank you. And now about 
the expedition? 

You must go back in history to 
understand that. We had won our 
freedom by the Revolution, but the 
British still had hopes of again sub- 
jugating us. A vast deal of this 
eastern part of the country was still 
a wilderness, inhabited mainly by the 
Indians. The British from Canada 
endeavored in every way to keep these 
Indians hostile to us, and the spread 
of civilization and colonization west- 
ward was attended with terrible risks 
and hardships. 

So, in 1779, I was sent with 4,000 
men on that expedition into the Iro- 
quois country in New York state. 
We won every fight with the Indians, 
drove thousands of warriors out and 
destroyed their crops and villages, 
thus making the country in our wake 
afe for settlement. We ranged sev- 
aral hundred miles through the wild- 
erness, then returning safely, and 
that was the Sullivan Expedition. 

Thank you very much, General. And 
do you like your picture on the 
stamp? 

I do except for the fact that it 
shows me in a red coat, which was 
the British uniform of those days, and 
something I never wore. But of 
a that is because the stamp is 
red. 

You were of Irish extraction, Gen- 
eral? 

To be sure, lad. My father came 
from Limerick. That reminds me? 
One of our late arrivals has told me 
that when the stamp came out and 
was spoken of in the Boston papers 
an Irishman went to the postoffice 
and asked for “some of thim Sullivan 
stamps.” When they were handed 
out to him he rejected them indig- 
nantly, with the statement, “That’s 
not John L. Sullivan. He niver wore 
a red coat in his life!”

NEW CANADIAN IMPERIAL 
CONFERENCE STAMPS 





Gordon H. Crouch of The Marks 
Stamp Co., of Toronto, Ontario, Can- 
ada, sends a newspaper clipping under 
date of July 4th with illustration of 
the four new Canadian stamps which 
are scheduled for issue July 12th. The 
clipping is from the Toronto Star and 
is quite interesting in the way it 
shows up the attitude of the Canadian 
Government in comparison with the 
United States Government as regards 
the policy of new postage stamps and 
the illustration of same. In Canada 
the stamps are pictured in the news- 
papers many days before their issue 
in order that the public may become 


country the picturing of the stamp 
under any circumstances is “ver- 
boten”. This law is probably the most 
characteristic Prussianized law on

The Toronto Star illustrates all 
four of the new stamps and we are 
pleased to reprint the clipping here- 
with. 

“Through the special issue of these 
four stamps the Canadian government 
will commemorate the holding of 
the Imperial Economic Conference at 
Ottawa in July. The issue is com- 
posed of a small three-cent stamp’ 
bearing the profile head of the King; 
the five-cent issue, another small size 
stamp, carries the profile portrait of 
the Prince of Wales. The two large- 
size stamps of the issue are for reg- 
istered letter and air-mail purposes. 
The registered mail is a _ 13-cent 
stamp, showing Britannia between 
two views of the globe, showing the 
British empire and all the dominions 
represented at the conference. The 
six-cent air-mail stamp, most artistic 
of the four, pictures Mercury, mes- 
senger of the gods and god of com- 
munication, in the winged sandals of 
the old Greek statues, on a _ back- 
ground of the globe. On this stamp 
the five-cent denomination of the 
original design in the two lower cor- 
ners has been crossed out, and the 
figure 6 cents is stamped higher up in 
the center region of the stamp. On 
each of the stamps is printed ‘Ottawa 
Conference, 1932’.’

WRONG DATE ON STAMP 


So Rumania Withdraws Six-Lei 
Prince Alexander 


Bucarest, June 23.—The recently 
issued 6 lei stamp (carmine brown), 
presenting a portrait of Prince Alex- 
ander the Good, has been withdrawn. 
It was a commemorative stamp, the 
occasion being the 500th anniversary 
of the death of the Prince. 

The person responsible for the 
withdrawal is the former Premier, 
Prof. Nicholas Jorga, who was King 
Carol’s tutor. He was in office when 
the stamp was issued, but presum- 
ably was so busy then that he did 
not have time to look at it. Since 
his recent resignation he has had 
more leisure. As a historian of note 
he immediately saw an inaccuracy in 
a date figuring on the stamp and 
called attention to it. The Postmas- 
ter-General was dismayed. He made 
an inquiry and promptly reported 
that the inaccurate date had been 
taken from an historical work writ- 
ten by none other than the professor 





himself.
